After two young burglars, penned in 
a second-story bedroom in the Westmin- 
ster home of the late United 
States Judge G. A. Finkelnburg, were 
eaptured early Thursday morning by six 
policemen and a private watchman, one 
of them boasted to Poiiceman Barton: 

“We've led you cops a merry chase 
through the West End all summer, any- 
how.”’ 

“Shut up, you fool,’’ growled the oth- 
er burglar. 

The police are convinced that the two 


men, Sam Kinder and Arthur Finnerty, 
can explain a number of robberies, com- 
mitted in West End homes and small 
stores in the past few months, which 
have thus far been mysteries. 

The police were aided in capturing the 
rebbers by the intrepid act of a boy, 
The 
boy volunteered to enter the house 
through the transom by which the bur- 
glars had entered, and opened the door 
to the policemen. When he entered in 
the darkness he did not know how near 
the robbers might be to the door. 

The men are prisoners at the New- 
stead Avenue Station, Kinder, 20 years 
old; was released dast November from 
the Boonville Reform School, where he 
was sent for burglary. He gave his ad- 
dress as 5338 Nagel avenue. 

Discovered by Watchman, 

Finnerty, who is 18 years old and lives 
at 2302% Franklin avenue, said at the 
station that he met Kinder for. the 
first time Wednesday night and that 
they decided to rob the Finkelnburr 
home because they saw the _ shades 
dra¢n. 

When asked to explain his remark 
about having led the police. a merry 
chase through the West End, he denied 
having said it. He said what he meant 
was. that he would have led the police 
a merry chase before his capture, if he 
had had a weapon. 

Private Watchman Patrick Higgins, 
passing the house 4312 Westminster place 
at 12:15 a. m., saw that the transom 
screen had been removed from over the 
rear door. 

Higgins rapped his club on the side- 
walk, and in a few minutes Policemen 
Tucker, Walker and Earl came. All 
agreed that the looks of the premises 
indicated burglary. and took their stand 
around the house. 

Boy Aida Policemen. 

W. T. Crawford, a neighbor, passing 
the house, was told that mere policemen 
were wanted, and he telephoned to Po- 
lice Headquarters. Sergt. Curtin and 
Policemen Barton and Little were sent 
from the Newstead Avenue Station. 

The seven: gathered around the house, 
and began to plan how to get in. 

“Put me in,” said a boy who had come 
from.a neighboring house, and the po- 
licemen lifted him through the transom. 
He opened the kitchen door, and Sergt. 
Curtin and Barton entered. 


The lower floor was searched, but 
only traces of burglars were found. 
Then the two went upstairs, and as the 
Sergeant looked into a front room the 
patrolman opened t!.e door of the sec- 
ond room.

Declares Nobody Shall Be Dis- 
missed for Not Giving to 
Campaign Fund.

Employes of the City Hospital, whose 
meager ‘“‘salaries’’ politicians attempted 


to tax for the Democratic campaign 
fund, expressed their gratitude Thurs- 
day for the publicity given the matter 
by the Post-Dispatch, which resulted 
fim the failure of the 5 per cent as- 
Sessment scheme. 

They were assured of security in their 
positions by a statement made by Mayor 
Wells, after he had learned through the 
Post-Dispatch of the intimidating no- 
tices, addressed t owomen ag well as 
to men, posted on the hospital walls, 
and had ordered their removal.

I will see that 
all employes are protected in this re- 
gard. There are men now.working in 


city departments who in the past have ® 


refused to subscribe to campaign funds, 
and whose standing has not been im- 
paired by their refusal.” 


Winn Favored Assessment. 

Assistant Health Commissioner Winn, 
who authorized the posting of the no- 
tices -at the hospital, was at that in- 
stitution Thursday and spent an hour 
in consultation with Supt. Kirchner. Dr. 
Kirchner caused the removal of the no- 
tices Wednesday, shortly before Mayer 
Wells’ order to the same effect reached 
Dr. Winn. 

“IT favored the plan of asking the em-

salary,”’ said Dr. Winn to a Post-Pis- 
patch reporter, “but Dr. Kirchner seems 
not to favor it and the Mayor seems nct 
to favor it, and so I am done with it.’

bondsman for the road, filed a petition 
in the County Court at Clayton Thurs- 
day asking that the franchise of the 
St. Louis, Montesano & Southern Rail- 
road be revoked. 

The president of the railroad is 
Charles A. Gutke, formerly a member 
of the St. Louis House of Delegates. 

On Jan. 17, 1906, the company ob- 
tained a franchise to operate an elec- 
tric line along the Lemay Ferry Road 
to the southern limits of the county, 
a distance of about 20 miles. Work 
was begun Feb. 10, 1907: 

As constructicn progressed it was 
found that the company was laying 
tracks with a steam railroad gauge. 

Legal proceedings were begun and the 
St. Louis. County Court ordered that 
the tracks be torn up. This was done. 

Residents of the county who live rear 
the proposed line say that since theh 
little work has been done and the com- 
pany has made no effort to repair the 
road so that it may be used for gen- 
cral traffic. 

In indorsing the petition for a revo- 
eation of the franchise, Kerth, the 
bondsman, told the Court that he will 
withdraw from the bond if the com- 
pany continues in uxistence. 

The County Court took the case un- 
der advisement, instructing the  peti- 
tioners to file drawings showing the 
present condition of the Lemay Ferry 
road.

The only redeeming feature of the notice of 
the assessment of City Hospital employes for po- 


‘litical purposes, which was posted at the entrance 


. 


to the dining room is the publicity of the act. The 
Hospital authorities are at least frank in their 
application of the spoils theory of taxation on 
public employes for partisan ends. 

This frankness would be a redeeming feature 
of Assistant Health Commissioner Winn’s defense 
of the public assessment if it did not indicate 
crass ignorance or shameless disregard of decent 
public sentiment on the subject of political as- 
sessments of public employes. We learn with 
amazement from Mr. Winn that the “hold up” is 
right and should be paid cheerfully by municipal 
employes because they are employed by the Dem- 
ocratic administration, owe their positions, their 
bread and butter, to the party, and therefore 
ought to be willing to be taxed to keep the party 
in power. 

We concede ie right of any man, whether an 
employe in a public office or institution or not, 
to contribute what he pleases to his party’s cam- 
paign fund, but we do not concede the right of 
any party to levy contributions on public 
servants. We labor under the impression that 
the city employes ~were employed by the city on 
account of their fitness and efficiency for the 
work, not on account of devotion or liberality to 
the party in power, or on account of partisan 
favor We did not think that paying a percentage 
of salary was a necessary qualification to hold a 
place in the Hospital or any other municipal 
force. 

In having the notice removed when it was called 
to his attention, and in declaring that no assess- 
ment shall be levied upon city empjoyes, Mayor 
Wells has proven the sincerity of his own profes-:

Full, clean registration will mean a maximum 
force of good citizenship opposed tm a minimum 
of bad citizenship. It is only by a complete 
numerical representation at the polls that the 
dominant and overwhelming average of good cit- 
izenship can be maintained in affairs. 

The recent primary disorders seem to have 
stirred citizenship—directed attention to the needs 
of the ballot. Out of such evils good’ sometimes 
comes. Evils provoke good. St. Louis would be 
in a sad state of lethargy if a reaction of public 
spirit and political decency had not been stirred 
by the recent primary outrages, Heavy registra- 
tion is a gratifying manifestation of popular 
wideawakeness and wholesome interest in govern 
ment.

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IS JUSTICE COLOR-BLIND? 

The doctrine that a corporation is a person 
has just received an interesting, not to say di- 
verting, qualification at the hands of the Vir- 
ginia Supreme Court of Appeals.

ON WHICH SIDE, MR. COWHERD?. 

The view of Cowherd, the Democratic nominee 
for Governor, on the question of home rule for 
cities in the matter of excise, elections and po- 
lice are worth, considering by the people. He be- 
lieves the appointment of election, police and 
excise commissioners should remain in the hands 
of the Governor, removed as far as possible from 
local vicious influences which might concentrate 
to control them in the interest of the worst ele- 
ments. That was the primary purpose of the 
placing of the power of appointing these boards 
in the Govenor’s office. His position is support- 
ed by sound reasons. So far as the police are 
concerned, their function falls logically under 
State control. The system works well wherever 
the right kind of a Governor is in office. We be- 
lieve as a rule better results can be obtained 
with these offices under State than under munici- 
pal control. Experience has driven cities to seek 
a check at least in State authority on local 
control to avoid the consequences of unrestrained 
control by vicious city elements. 

Mr. Cowherd’s pledge to enforce the laws and 
to keep the police out of politics may be taken 
as made unequivocally and in good faith. 

But in the discussion of the larger issues of 
State government Mr. Cowherd’s utterances were 
unsatisfactory. He harke¢eid far back to an out- 
worn topic, threshed to pieces in many campaigns, 
when he denounced Republican misrule of re- 
construction times, and compared it with Demo- 
cratic government. We have had Democratic 
misgovernment since that time. A considerable 
term of Democratic government tainted with cor- 
ruption and alliances with predatory corpora- 
tions, came to an end four years ago. The party 
proved that it could redeem itself by exposing its 
rascals, repudiating the’ men responsible for its 
mismanagement and its alliance with special 
interests and electing a reform Governor, who 
carried through a program of reform. 7 

What does Mr. Cowherd think of Democratic 
corruption? What does he think of Democratic 
alliances with predatory plutocracy? What does 
he think of Democratic machine bossism, allied 
with boodleism, imposing on the cities police cor- 
ruption and police interference with elections? 
What does he think of a Democratic organization 
packed with lobbyists, corporation agents and 
allies? 

Does Mr. Cowherd repudiate the men who mis- 
managed the Democratic party in the city and 
State and who wrecked it in the interest of preda- 
tory interests? 

Does he stand squarely with the new Democra- 
cy, the reform Democracy, which overthrew the 
party’s unworthy bosses and has given the State 
good government? Does he accept its work of 
purification, of anti-plutocratic legislation and of 
Jaw enforcement as the work which the Demo- 
cratic party must continue and to which he him- 
self will devote his power and ability in the Gov- 
ernor’s office? 

These issues, raised by Democratic reform with- 
in the party and in the State, are the issues in 
which the plain people of the State are interested. 
They want to know where Mr. Cowherd stands 
with regard to them. 
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The general silence for Taft may be regarded 
as ominous by his managers. 
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SHALL OUR PRESIDENT ‘FLY? 

Rumor, which has so many good things, has it 
that Mr. Roosevelt entertains an irresistible de- 
sire to fly with Orville Wright. 

This is precisely what might have been expect- 
ed of him, considering his natural buoyancy, high 
aspirations, lofty motives and his well-known 
propensity to soar. 

It would be difficult to fancy Abraham Lincoln 
astride of Darius Green's flying machine, but 
flying is perhaps not beneath Mr. Roosevelt’s dig- 
nity, if, indeed, it is béneath anybody’s. ‘ 

Yet it looks risky and the people may not want 
their President to fly. They may say, let Fair- 
banks do the flying—not that they love Fair- 
banks the less, but merely that they could do 
without him better. We really need our Presi- 
dents. — 

So that, if the great popular majority objects, 
we believe Mr. Roosevelt will desist from the 
uppertaking. So astute and practical a politician 
would not fly right in the face of public opinion.

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“MARITAL CHATTELS.

in all jurisprudence which needs such constant 
iteration and emphasis. The courts cannot come 
‘out’ with this proposition too often. We need the 
express ‘and positive and repeated declarations 
of law to protect us from.the rampant emancipa- 
tion of modern womankind. Let us stand and 
proclaim again and again—mere man is not a 
mere chattel of the wife, at any rate. 

But, while glorying in our status and rejelaine 





| that the title to ourselves does not pass utterly | 
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in marriage, we cannot fail to note our striking 
resemblance to mortgaged property. How often 
do we hear the grave truth lightly expressed, as 
that “So-and-So’s wife Mas a mortgage on him.” 
Here is an anomaly in law, or in fact, or in any 
light in which it is viewed. The fee simple title 
to the individual cannot be transferred, but there 
he lies ufder a complete and effective matrimoni- 
al mortgage—what can’t be sold can still be 
pledged and held bound forever. The equity in 
some married ‘men over and above the mort- 
gage is worthivery little. It is hardly a po- 
litical equity carrying a right to vote for his own 
candidate. f 

So that we find ourselves no better than quasi- 
chattels after all, held in a sort of domestic 
feudalism, under fast restrictions, and exercis- 
ing barely a little better capacity for voluntary 
and independent thought and action than the 
kind-faced cows. And yet—dear servitude!—who 
would wish to ‘change his condition if he could?

Praise is due to Gov. Folk for offering a reward of 
$200 ‘‘for the arrest and conviction of any person reg- 
istering illegally,” and for notifying the police that 
they must do all in their’ power to uncover election 
fraud. In case of the least suspicion that they have 
not canvassed a precinct properly it would be ad- 
visable to have ft recanvassed by Mr. Sager’s detect- 
ives. Praise is due to the Election Commissioners for 
refusing to accept the recommendations for judges 
and clerks of the Democratic Central Committeemen 
in the Third, Fourth, Fifth, Sixteenth and Twenty- 
second wards. It appears, however, tactless that they 
sanctioned the recommendations of the Republican 
committeemen from the same wards.

Bank c Loans. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Mr. Huttig characterizes the proposed bank guaran- 
tee law as ‘“‘one-sided’’ and asks why the loans 
shouldn’t be guaranteed. I have had some experience 
in making bank loans, and if they are not guaran- 
teed, I am ignorant of the business. If the Govern- 
ment makes a deposit in a bank, it {fs protected, or 
guaranteed, and why should not the individual de- 
positors be protected In a similar manner? Another 
argument that is lacking in weight is that fhe de- 
posits of a national bank are secured by the double 
lability of the stockholders. In many instances the 
list of stockholders contain many individuals who are 
not worth twice the amount of their stock, and hénce 
the double amount they represent would not be col- 
lectable. Suppose, too, that all were worth double 
the amount of their stock and a bank with a capital 
of $1,000,000, with deposits to amount of $25,000,000, 
which is often the case, should fail, which has hap- 
pened, then the stockholders would pay in the $2,000,- 
000, would there not be then $23,000,000 not secured? 
What the masses want is security for their deposits, 
and when that becomes a law, every ~ank in the 
ceuntry .will prosper by increased deposits, and at 
the same time make the unscrupulous banker do

RIVAL COACHES’ 
METHODS VARY 


Cayou and Cochems Represent 
Two Extremes in Condition- 
ing Football Teams. 








* 


Two extremes of coaching ideas are 
to operate in St. Louis side by side this 
fall. The merits of the two systems 
have been often discussed. Their ef- 
ficiency may be compared by the re- 
sults attained at the end of the present 
season. 

The two coaches are Francis Cayou 
of Washington University and Edward 
B. Cochems of St. Louis University. 

The former believes that the best way 
to condition men is to fight them into 
condition, with constant battering. He 
also believes that pluck and stamina 
win football games, not trickiness. 
Cochems believes little in scrimmage 
work, preferring to let the men get 
their technical practice in games, and 
harden his men by conditioning. He 
likewise believes that strategy and fore- 
thought always win where two clubs 
are anywhere nearly equal in strength. 

Thus on two counts these two coaches 
of renown differ vitally. Which is cor- 
Cochems had a team that for 
two years swept the Middle West. It 
overwhelmed Nebraska 39 to 0, Thanks- 
giving day—a feat that no other eleven, 
not even that of Minnesota, even ap- 
proached. 

Yet this same eleven, caught off its 
guard early in the season, succumbed 
to the famous “Little Giants’’ from 
Wabash—the team coached by his pres- 
ent rival, Francis Cayou, now of Wash- 
ington, , 

The comparison thus baldly put is 
misleading, however. At the end of 
the first half of the game with Wa- 
bash the score was 10 to 0 In favor of 
Cochems’ team. The men were in iI] 
condition, however, and changes were 
made in the second half, Cochems be- 
lieving his team had the game in hand. 
So they would have, but for the mis- 
takes of Substitute Quarterback Clancy 
and a substitute line. 

The fact remains, however, that Ca- 
you’s system as developed at Wabash 
must have merit.. Wabash is a little 
institution with but a few hundred stu- 
dents to draw upon. Yet Cayou de- 
veloped a elub that made a name in 
the West. 

‘Cochems, however, upholds his idea 
and believes it works. He takes his 
men out each year for'a two weeks’ 
conditioning stunt. He lets them swim, 
climb hills and otherwise get into physi- 
cal condition. Once on the ball fleld he 
teaches tactics, tactics, tactics, and me- 
chanical precision of execution. His 
scrimmages are less for hardening than 
for teaching the practical execution. 
His scrimmage work is always as short 
and mild as possible. In the evening 
it is black board work for the tricks 
of the game.

He was 
told by John J. O’Connor, president of 
the W. A. A. U., that he could not rep-
